for his deſign was to get a good ſtrong Gang to HAck Te: 
&- ſo himſelf the Bu, and they his Followers (any fhape for 
villapy ) to ſeize him by an arzeft in his own Houle, as 
2 ſpecial Bayliffz and by this powerful Alhſtance to drag 
him from Santaary, and carry him off triumphantly. Bur 
the goder-Sherifi ngtwithſtanding the Title of a Merchasz, 
weptoylted ip for a Blind, ſmelt ous the cheat, and kngw- 
ws it antended as a Trapan to the poor Marſhal, denied 
bac the grant of any ſuch Warrantz upon which the Cape, 
was extreaty loud, and threatned to pall down rag 
tor it.
